chanting of psalms and litamis, 
solemnly bless. 


outside and in 
the walls of this new edifice, 
This ceremony, the baptism or christ- 
ening of the building, has separated it 
from all other uses but that of divine 
service; has dedicated it to God; has 
sanctified it; because, in future, like 
all other Catholic churches, this Church 
of St. Vincent shall be called and shall 
be in reality the house of God. ‘The 
Lord hath sanctified his tabernacle be- 
cause this is the IIouse of God.’ This 
is the house of God. I come to claim 
for it your respect, your veneration; 
your love.“ 

Father Morgan then questioned why 
this is called the house of God, and 
concluded that it was not because sa- 
craments, services, and prayers were 
here performed, because these could all 
be offered acceptably elsewhere; but 
he declared that “every Catholic 
church is the house of God because 
it is the special place where 
the supreme act of the Christian relig- 
holy mass—is offered to God 
every day; because Jesus, the God who 
‘made man in the sacrament of His 

ove, nfakes it His home and dwells 
ere day and night. 

“There are people, descendants of 
those whose faith in the sacrifice of the 
mass, built those magnificent churches 
that are still the pride and glory of 
every country of the Old World; there 
are people calling themselves believers 
in Jesus Christ who do not believe in 
the sacrifice of the mass, because their 
ancestors, 300 years ago, in days of 
fanatical frenzy, pulled down the altars 
where holy mass had been celebrated 
for 1500 years, styled the mass, in one 
of the articles of their new creed, an 


- abominable idolatry, and reduced their 


religion to the bare recital of 
prayers and the singing of hymns— 
a religion without a sacrifice! 
very pagans will reprove them for the 
absurdity, for,though they sacrifice to 
false gods, they show by their sacrifices 
they know that a religion without sac- 
rifice is no religion at all. O, would 
that the members of the many sects 
that have fallen off from the old mother 
church could only see that, having no 
ape fice they cannot properly glorify 


*‘Sacritice is the oblation or offering 
of some tangible thing, made to God 
by a lawful minister, with asacred rite, 
in order to acknowledge by the destruc- 
tion or change of the thing offered the 
sovereign dominion of God over all 
creatures, and our subjection to Him.“ 

The speaker then gave the history of 
sacrifice from the earliest recorded 
times down to the self-sacrifice of Jesus 
upon the cross. 

„Wuat was required by God as essen- 
tial to true religion before the sacrifice 
of the cross, still remains essential in 
the perfect religion of Christ. He only 
changed the figurative sacrifice into a 
real sacrilice. He substituted His body 
and His blood—sacrificed them on the 
cross—and that real sacrifice of Christ 
shall be continued, though without 
shedding of blood, in his true religion 
to the end of the world. The same 
God-man. at once High Priest and 
victim, shall fulfill the office of His 
eternal priesthood, as St. Paul tells us, 
and shall offer on the altar of his true 
church, by the hands of his chosen 
ministers, the same body offered on 

the cross, the same blood shed then for 
men, but inan unbloody manner, under 
the appearance of bread and wine.”’ 

The speaker then discussed the sae- 
rifice of the Jews, and showed that it 
had been superseded and set aside by 
the sacrifice of Christ. He referred to 
the Mohammedan faith, and to 
the numerous sects of Protestantism, 
and showed that theirs was none of 
them, the true religion, because they 
have no sacrifice. 

Father Morgan then appealed to the 
scriptures, t0’show the divine authenti- 

fication of the sacrifice as perpetuated 
by the Cathelic church, and concluded 
as follows:

Temptation. 


I. Cor., 10, 13: There hath no tempta- 
tion taken you but such as is common 
to man. God is faithful, who will not 


a way to escape. that ye may be able té 

bear it.“ 

The word temptation in the text sig- 

— try, prove, test. Two proposi- 
ons: 

I. Temptation is common to all men. 
Il. There is a way of escape provided, 
and no man need yield. 

I. Temptation common to man. 

All men are tempted. There is no 

exemption. There is a class of relig- 
ionists who claim they are so hely they 
have not béen tempted for years—as 
though there was any advantage to a 
man from that condition. In the first 
place, it is not true: in the second, it 
would be a disadvantage if it was true. 
Do you not know we grow spiritually 
only in proportion as we resist tempta- 
tion—as we stand under trial? Hence 

the Apostle has given us this as one o 
the sources of our rejoicing: ‘‘Count it 
all joy when ye fall into divers tempta- 
tions,“ and he gives the reason as one 
who knows, because the trial of your 
faith is more precious than gold when 
tried in the fire’’ not to yield to tempta- 
tion, but to fight it and rejoicein it, is 
the glory of a man. 

There are some people who will tell 
you, “you must overcome temptation 
by keeping out of the way of it.“ So 
the way to keep from trial is to go into 
seclusion, shut yourself into your closet, 
keep away from the rushing, busy 
crowd, never come in contact with sin 
or sinners, and so Keep yourself un- 
spotted from the world.” Judge. I'd 
as soon be a putty man, as such an one. 
Such a course is utterly inconsistent 
with the gospel of Christ, and*gontrary 

to the command of the Master. The 
church of God is an army, and every 
member a soldier, under orders to fight 
against sin. What would you think of 
an army in earthly conflict, sent out to 
capture a rebel host in a distant city. 
Who would go into a ony 50 miles 
away from the enemy he is expected 
to capture, and because he was afraid 
of the contagion in the ranks of the 
enemy, should refuse to move forward, 
und for a decade should spend the time 
of the entire army in 2 their 
arms, keeping the dust from their uni- 
forms, and otherwise improving them- 
selves in the manual of arms. They 
would undoubtedly make pretty soldiers 
—the admiration of ali the females in 
the city—but utterly useless for the 
purpose for which they were enlisted. 
Such is the condition of that soldier of 
Jesus, which fears the temptations 
which are common to man,” and re- 
fuses to go out into battle to save him- 
self from the danger of capture. 
„Ah but,“ says me, “thaj’s a hard way 
to do, that’s the way I used to do when 
I first found the Savior, but I found 
it was vastly unpopular, and as I did 
not like to seem too forward and singu- 
lar I just fell out of line.“ Go read the 
17th of I. Samuel and you will find in 
the 29th verse the answer to your prop- 
osition, and when called into conflict 
answer the tempter, Is there nota 
cause’ and the Lord that delivered me 
out of the paw of the lion and out of 
the paw of the bear, He wilk deliver 
me, For He is faithful and there shall 
no temptation take you, but such as 
you ure able.“ We are apt to think our 
trial peculiar to us. But [said tempta- 
tion common to man, so come state 
your grievance. 1. “I’m tempted to 
horrid and gross evil, even to take my 
own life.“ Job had just such tempt- 
ings. Oneof the purest men I ever 
kuew, came to me one day and said 
Lock me up. Cantine, and keep me away 
from my revolver,” etc. 2. I am 
tempted to doubt my worthiness and 
often fear [am not a table of God. 
Well, perhaps this is no a temptation ; 
perhaps you are not; you can tell if 
you want to. Read T. John, iii, 10, 
and you cannot long be in darkness as 
to your real condition; should it be a 
temptation, it is common to man. 
Abram, Isaiah, Paul and Peter al®gave 
evidence of just such temptation.

The Son of 
Man used it. ‘‘At Nazareth He went 
into the synagogue on the Sabbath day, 
as his custom wus.“

than the stated place of ne: and 
stood with His human brothers in the 
current of the mightiest and most en- 
during tide of human sentiment and 
conviction— that conviction which, 
sooner or later, forces itself home upon 
every human soul, that it wants God, 
that it must find him, and that, if there 
be anywhere on earth places where the 
currents of this life are stronger or the 
voicings of His love more audible,”’ 
there the soul must be and abide. 
| Are we wiser than he? Are our hu- 
man needs unlike his? May not his 
custom be healthfully ours? But we 
are also to put ourselves in the currents 
of worship for the general good. 
What shall touch the world’s moral 
life if the house of God be closed? But 
if you stay away because you prefer to, 
then others may, and ff the multitude 
do, then there is an end of worship. 
Can a general faith in God and the 
hereafter be maintained without the 
house of God? Can we hold fast to 
God, to his government, to our respon- 
sibility to him and to the reality of 
moral distinctions? Remember the 
evil gravitations of life—the action of 
downward-tending affinities. It has 
been hard to project men upward. 
History affirms that, and experience. 
Now, shut up the churches and wait. 
Is it not certain that our morals would 
suffer? Would it not be ruinous? Is 
not the tendency of our life strongly 
toward the material side? Was not 
the picture of the drift of things, drawn 
by: Tne the other day, just? 
Business overlapping Sunday, sweep- 
ing it away; then obliterating the 
night; the sound of human toil inter- 
rupted by no darkness, stilled by no 
holy rest day. Is not the drift in that 
direction? Will not this drift carry 
with it, after the Sabbath is swept 
away and the night turned into day 
solely for gain and pleasure, loss of 
morals and mean disorder, wickedness, 
greed of gain, lust of pleasure, conflict 
of classes, the decay of homes 
and government ? ake life a 
tread-mill, reduce man to the level 
of a blind gin-horse, and solely 
in the interests of business and of a 
material civilizaiion set him treading 
round and round the little circle of the 
life that now is until, like the beasts, 
something in the darkness draws 
their foreheads downward, and they 
die, and you degrade man. What 
stands in the way of this tendency? 
What steadily resists this drift? The 
ouse of God. 
Come a little nearer home. You neg- 
lect the church; you do not need its 
help. Do you maintain the spirit of a 
worshiper? I trow not. You are en- 
tangled in the things of time anz 
sense, and forget that you dug to the 
world to come, and ought to be the child 
of liberty, of reason and of hope, 
„thinking,“ as Emerson says, as 
spirits think who belong to the ‘ini- 
verse.“ To maintain the House of God 
is to confer on our kind one of the no- 
blest boons, and the first element in 
such maintenance will be our personal 
presence.

o judge anybody, how are we to know 
on whom to rely, or with whom to as- 
sociate?

Is it, indeed, 
true that Christ wodld have us pass 
through life as indifferent negative 
characters—entirely overlooking men’s 
moral deficiencies? Does he want us 
to be entirely neutral and- non-commit- 
tal in our opinions of those about us? 
Such questions prove that when 
Christ here enjoins us to judge not,“ 
he cannot mean all that the words im- | 
ply. Some one has said the judicial 
alement in our nature is the judicious.” 
This divine faculty of moral discrimi- 
nation is one of our great distinguish- 
ing prerogatives as rational beings. It 
is only the animal that can’t pass moral 
7 but man can and ought. 
o human being can live and avoid 
judging, for to think is to judge, every 
ittle trival affirmation carrying a judg- 
ment with it. And then judging is in 
the exact line of scripture precept. For 
the Bible most explicitly teaches that it 
is a crime to be indifferent to moral ac- 
tions, saying Woe unto them that call 
2 go and that put darkness for 
ght.“ 

And this is just the trouble with so- 


ent and refuse to exercise that health- 
ful, vigorous judgment a corrupt 
calls for—“ evil in the- world being over 
made up a third part of the audacity of 
the wicked and the other two-thirds of 
the cowardliness of the so-called right- 
eous, who leave evil unchecked.“ And 
now if all this is true, the question is, 
What does our Lord mean by exhortin 

people to judge not?“ e may ge 

at the true meaning of this word judge 
by referring to its uses elsewhere. In the 
3d chapter of John we read: God sent 
not His son into the world to condemn 
the world,“ the word translated con- 


ders judge.“ And in the 12th chap- 
ter of John we have the same word 
again, when it says: I came not to 
udge the world. That is to regard it 
n an unkind, hostile light. All of 
which makes it clear that when Christ 
here says judge not,“ the judging he 
refers to is of the condemnatory, cen- 
sorious sort. He doesn’t mean that we 
are not to judge other people at all, but 
that we are not to judge them ina 
spirit of malevolence and be secretly 
eager to find them in fault. The spirit 
thus condemed is that spirit of self- 
righteous infallibility which has in all 
ages been the course of society. 

One good reason for not judging 
harshly of the actions of others is 
because we have such imperfect 
and fragmentary knowledge of those 
actions. No two spectators of any 
important or unimportant event 

ive exactly the same account of it. 

ut, on the contrary, they frequently 
give accounts that on their face seem 
absolutely contradictory, as, for exam- 
ple, where Matthew seems to conflict 
with Luke in narrating some event in 
the life of our Lord, or where Gen. 
Grant gives an entirely different ver- 
sion of a battle from that given by some 
other spectator. 

Another reason for not indulging in 
censorious judging is because we can’t 
estimate the true motives of those we 
judge. It is an accepted principle in 
ethics that the moral worth of any 
action always depends very ipreely 
upon the intention that prompted it. 
A seemingly virtuous action is some- 
times vitiated because it springs from 
bad motives and so an action that in 
itself seems questionable and blame- 
worthy may be found to be exactly the 
sevens when we understand what led 

it. 

The last reason given for not judging 
harshly is that such judging is sure to 
recoil upon those who indulge in it.

How Good Cows Are Ruined. 
"It is not hard to spoil a cow. Milk- 
ing is an art, and the farm hand who 
Knows how to milk properly is more 
Valuable to the careful duiryman than 
otherhelp. Of course anybody can 
milk, and some can milk a dozen cows 
before breakfast. The careful man- 
ager, however, says Good Farming, is 


not so anxious for fast help as he is to 


employ those that are careful. The 
ration should never be hurried, but 
milk should be drawn steadily and 
as fast as it flows naturally. Some 
cows have tender teats, and the 


rapid milkman forg®ts this fact in his 


endeavor to make s The cow hat 
is naturally impatient and fretful does 
not like to submit to rough handling, 


such treatment. With the constant 
irritation she will fail in quan- 
tity, and be less productive, just 
as any human being would fail 
to perform faithful service when 
laboring under mental affliction or 
trouble. As the udder becomes dis- 
tended and filled with milk the desire on 
the part of the cow is to be relieved of 
its contents, and she willingly submits 
to it for the relief it occasions, The 
constant practice of being milked at 
stated intervals impresses itself strong- 
ly upon her, and she will seldom 
offer resistance without cause. When 
a cow, therefore, that has been a pa- 
tient deliverer of milk becomes frac- 
tious, the fault can * be traced to 
the milkman. The care 

is the one who complains of the failure 
of his cows to keep up the flow, and 
bloody milk, garget and other evils are 
the result of his own bad management. 
There is another point to the treatment 
of cows that demands attention, and 
that is allowing them to stand a long 


time waiting to be milked, With cows | 


that give large yields it is very painful 
and when the udders have been filled 
to the utmost, and the milkman is not 
on hand to relieve them, they become 
exceedingly nervous and _ restless. 
This will do more to cause a cow to go 
before her ‘period than ®any- 
g else, and many a good cow has 
been sent tothe shambles through di- 
minution of quantity, simply because 
nature has revolted at her sufferings 
and allowed her to dry up because her 
storehouse was not emptied of its con- 
tents at the proper times. She should 
ulso be milked to the last drop, if possi- 
ble, and as the last portion of the milk 
is claimed to be the richest, the udder 
should be left with nothing in it. Witb 
regularity in feeding and milking, and 
kind treatment at all times, the cow 
will not only become gentle and remain 
so, but will milk on several weeks 
longer than otherwise. An experienced 
needs help that are skillful, 
and be knows how to judge the milk- 
man’s work by the behavior of his cows. 
When astable of cows begin to give 
trouble in milking, it is only necessary 
to observe the manner in which they 
are milked to cure the evil. The udder 
of the cow is a very delicate structure, 
and she quickly rebels at rough usage 
or improper periods of milking.

To Root Out Glanders. 
{Pacific Rural Press.] 

A bill, introduced by Assemblyman 
Heury, is before the Legislature to 
eradicate glanders and farcy. It re- 
quires any board of supérvisors, on 
petition of 25 or more resident tax- 
payers, to appoint a county veterinary 
surgeon, who shall examine all animals 
reported to him as having glanders or 
farcy, and if such animals be found to 
be he — three 
disinteres residents an payers 
who shall proceed to value. said 
animal or animals, which valuation 

not exceeding $75 for one animal) is to 

paid for out of the general fund of the 

county; said appraisers to receive $3 

day, and said veterinary surgeon 

for each day engaged in these duties, 

also payable out of the general fund of 
the county. 

e owner or keeper of such animals 
may kill and dispose of them within 
ten hours after condemnation and 
valuation; but should they fail to do so, 
the veterinary surgeon shall cause it to 
be done, and there shall be deducted 
from the valuation of the same a sum 
not to exceed $10 per head, to pay for 
the killing, etc. | 

Any person who obstructs the action 


of the veterinary surgeon, and so pre- 
‘vents the killing of any animal or ani- 


muls so condemned and valued, is to be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. and 


upon conviction thereof by any court o 


competent jurisdiction, shall be pun- 
ished by a fine not to exceed $75, or by 
imprisonment not to exceed 30 days, or 
b Hoth fine and imprisonment, at the 
of the court. 

The proposed measure is criticised as 
relegating too far to local authorities a 
subject on which there should be gen- 
eral State action, and as offering to pay 
for animals already utterly worthless. 
On the other hand, it is argued that the 
provision for payment will tend to pre- 
vent attempts at concealing dangerous 


cases.

Crystallizing Fruit. 
The fruit is first carefully assorted in 
respect to size and uniform degrees of 
ripeness. 
ears, pineapples and quinces are 
pared, citrons are cut into quarters 
and soaked a month in sea water, and 
the pits“ of apricots, cherries and 
peaches are carefully removed. 
Even this preparatory process re- 
quires a certain degree of skill, since 


the stone must be removed with as 


little injury as possible to the form and 
solidity of the fruit. This 
done mainly by women, who earn 
thereby 50 cents per day. 0 

After being thus scalded, some fruits 
—apricots, for example —are again as- 
sorted into two or three classes, accord- 
ing to the degree of softness that has 
been produced; for the reason that if 
kept together they would take up the 
sugar differently, some losing their 
form entirely, while others would re- 
main sufficiently impregnated. For 
these different grades, sugar sirups of 
different degrees of density are re- 

uired, the softer the fruit the stronger 
the sirup required for its preservation. 

For the same reason, each of the dif- 
ferent varieties of fruit requires a 
sirup of corresponding strength. 

Pears, citrons and pineapples, which 
remain hard and firm, take best a 

p having a density of from 18° to 
25°; while apricots, plums and figs are 
treated with sirups which gauge from 
80° to 42° by the aerometer. 

The requisite sirup having been pre- 
pared by dissolving the sugar in pure 
water, the fruit is immersed in it and 
left at rest for a certain period in large 
earthenware pans, glazed inside, and 
sala a capacity of about eight gal- 
ons. 

The sirup penetrates the pulp, and 


gradually withdraws and replaces the | rn 


remaining fruity juice, which, as it ex- 
udes and mingles With the transparent 
2 produces a certain filmy or cloud- 

appearance, which marks the com- 
mencement of fermentation. When 
this has reached a certain stage, the 
vessel containing the sirup and fruit 
is placed over the fire and heated to 
212’ Fahr. This corrects the fermenta- 
— and impuri *. the 
surface, whence, if n ey can 
be removed b skimming. if the sirup 
is of proper density, this process of im- 
pregnating the fruit with sugar will be 
complete in about six weeks, during 
which time itis usually necessary to 
perform this heating process, as above 
described, three times. 

The impregnation of the fruit with 
sugar —— us complete, it is taken 
out, washed in pure water to remove 
the flaky particles that adhere and is 
then submitted to one of two finishing 
processes as follows: 

If-the fruit is to be ‘‘glaced’’—that is, 
covered with an ice or transparent 
coating—it is dipped in a thick, viscid 
sirup of sugar and left ‘to dry and 
harden rapidly in the open air. If it is 
to be crystallized, it is dipped into the 
same sirup, but is then cooled and 
dried slowly in a kiln or chamber 
warmed to a temperature of 90° Fah- 
renheit. 

This slow cooling causes the thick 
sirup, with which the fruit is covered 
to crystallize and assume the usua 
granulated appearance. The work is 
now finished. If properly done, the 
fruit thus preserved will bear trans- 
portation to any climate, and will keep 
firm and unchanged for years. It is

He reared one of the first orange 
groves and planted one of the largest 
vineyards ot San Gabriel and he estab- 
lished the first furniture factory in 
Southern California. He subdivided a 
considerable. part of Pasadena (Lake 
Vineyard tract) and opened it for set- 
tlement. He was called into places of 
public and private trust and represented 
Los Angeles county in the State Leg- 
islature. Among his other enterprises 
he hewed out a trail to the summit of 
one of the notable peaks of the Sierra 
Madre chaih, and brought out of the 
mountain fastness timber with which 
to build houses. Since that day the 
trail has been known as Wilson’s Trail, 
and the mountain which it ascends has 
been called Wilson’s Peak. These des- 
ignations have been in use among the 
people of Southern California for-up- 
wards of thirty years. Old Don Benito 
Wilson earned them, not only by his 
services to the public as a pioneer and 
staunch citizen and representative, but 
by his direct enterprise in opening a 
pathway to the top of the mountain. 
This trail he left as a rich legacy of en- 
joyment for the generations who were 
to come after him, and many who have 
climbed the heights and looked upon 
the beautiful panorama below have 
blessed his memory. | 

Don Benito Wilson sleeps in the little 
churchyard at San Gabriel. A true 
history of his life would show that 
he never intentionally wronged any 
man to the value of anything. He 
never even tried to filch a good name 
or steal one jot or tittle of the honor 
due another man’s memory. Such dis- 
tinction as came to him during his long 
and useful life, came without his grasp- 
ing after it. 

If our correspondent Surveyor“ is 
one of the Government officials who is 
seeking to wrest away the name from 
the memory of old Don Benito Wil- 
son, and place the conscripted honor 
upon the brow of Mr. Kinney, of 
Kinneyloa, let him think better of it.

As to Mr. Kinney himself, he must 
see that the distinction thus sought 
will be nothing s¥ert of odium.

A Contrast. 


In 1847 war existed between the 
United States and Mexico. In 1870 
war existed bétween Germany and 
France. The capital city of Mexico 
was taken and held by the American 
forces until the terms of peace were 
agreed upon. The capital of France 
was likewise taken and held by the 
Germans until peace was arranged be- 
tween the two countries. The Ameri- 
cans obtained in their settlement with 
Mexico two almost unoccupied terri- 
tories of the latter; namely, New Mex- 
ico and Upper California. In the set- 
tlement of the differences between Ger- 
many and France the former demanded 
two populous and rich provinces of the 
latter; namely, Alsace and Lorraine. 
But here comes the difference. The 
American Government exacted from 
Mexico no indemnity for the war, but 
paid her fifteen million dollars for the 
two Territories. Germany made no 
allowance to France for the provinces 
taken, but exacted the enormous sum 
of one thousand million dollars, or five 
thousand million francs, as indemnity 
for the war. 

The difference thus displayed by the 
United States and Germany toward 
the subjugated is certainly very 
marked. Mexico was a much less 
enlightened nation than France, but 
was treated with much more considera- 
tion, not to say humanity, by its con- 
querors. The time has been in thé 
history of the world when subjugated 
peoples were led captive and reduced 
to slavery. Germany did not pursue 
exactly that course toward France, but 
her exactions were in the nature of a 
demand of servitude from the con- 
quered race. 

Germany and France are bristling 
up toward each other again, and it all 
comes from the unsatisfactory terms of 
the last settlement. No such feeling 
exists between the United States and 
Mexico. They fought, and then ad- 
justed their differences in a manner to 
leave no ground for complaint or hard 
feeling.

Suspegsion of a Dakota Bank—Review of the Situa- 
tion in Corn and Wheat—Secretary 
Lamar Decides a Los Angeles 
Tand Case. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 8 
CMC AGO. Feb. 20.— [By the Associated 
Press.] The Times’s Lincoln (Neb.) 
speclal says: The damage to telegraph 
wires has made the task of collecting the 
details of the late storm in Colorado and 
Western Nebraska very slow and tedious. 
As the news comes in it shows that the dis- 
turbancé was the worst in the history of the 
region affected by it. The»storm raged in 
the mountains and descended upon the 
‘plains. These had been dry and free from 
moisture so long that dust and sand mingled 
with the snow in resistless torrents. 
Neither man nor beast could stand before 
the rush. This compound filled the shallow 
cuts level full and effectually blockaded 
thetracks. Fortunately the cuts are shallow 
and snowplows were able to clear them out. 
The roof of the Burlington roundhouse at 
Akron was blown off. West of McCook 
two men were picked up dead and another 
so badly frozen and exhausted that his life 
is dispaired of. Many other fatalities are 
expected when reports come in from the 
territory distant from the railroad. Passen- 
ers and train men saw cattle in droves 
ried to their heads m snow. Hardly a 
cow was to be seen. Elsewhere itis evident 
that many are entirely covered. Most 
those seen will perish. 
the few that can be found and dug out by 
the small, force available for that 1 
will be lost. The loss of cattle will be 
something appalling. The storm covered 
the entire range on the east side of the 
Rocky Mountains from the British line to 
New Mexico. The eastern edge lapped to 
Nebraska to the North Platte and McCook. 
East of these points no damage was done. 
Unless the stories are exaggerated not less 
than 25 per cent. of all cattle on the 
range are wiped out. *

The Coroner's Report Censures Balti- 
more and Ohio Ofiicials. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.), Feb. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Post’s. Tiffin (O.) 
special says: The investigation of the 
great Baltimore and Ohio wreck of January 
4th has drawn to an end finally and tomor- 
row morning the verdict will be rendered by 
Coroner Sepper. The verdict is a very 
lengthy document, of which. the following 
is a synopsis from an advance copy received 
tonight: The Coroner first finds that Will- 
iam Frederick, of Hol „O.; J. M. Francis 
and Frank Irvin, of Block Hand, O.; W. 8. 
Peirce, of Wheeling, W. Va.; Joseph Pos- 
tlethwaite, Henry Postlethwaite and Spen- 
cer Postlethwaite, of Wetzel county.

Pa.; Thomas O. Pemberton, of ue

Slight skirmishes have been 
fought during the last few months followed 
by a lull during the week just passed. How- 
ever, a scheme has been unearthed, which 
for boldness of enterprise is unparalleled in 
he National 
Consumers’ Meat Company is its author and 
has succeeded. in surprising its foes, the Chi- 
cago dressed beef men and the city slaught- 
erers. This is the scheme: The sale of Chi- 
cago dressed beef and city slaughtered car- 
casses is about even in New York. Last 
March the National Consumers’ Meat Com- 


pany opened five retail stores in this 
city. It ip carcasses 
direct from the Montana range country 


and thus became a rival not only 
slaughterers 
Chicago dressed beef men, but also of the 
retail butchers. With ite forces concen- 
trated and — — multipled, it will make 
a vigorous and 4 — attack on the city 
slaughterers and Chicago men.

Oriental Butter and Cheese. 

Ben: Perley Poore writes thus in the 
American Cultivator: - Butter and 
cheese are frequently mentioned in the 
Bible, and Arabs and Syrians probably 
follow the old Hebrew style of dairy 
manufactare. The milk for butter- 
making is put into a copper pan, placed 
Over a slow fire, adding a small quan- 
tity of sour milk, or the dried entrail 
of alamb. . After the milk is warmed 
through, and begins to curdle, it is 
1 into a goatskin bag, which is 
then tied to one of the ten poles, and kept 
constantly in motion for two hours; the 
buter then separates from the fluid 
part, and is placed by itself in another 
Skin. In two days after it is again put

some time, during which it is carefully 
skimmed. The bourgoul precipitates 
cheesy matter 
n remains quite clear above. This 
butter is of a white color, and possesses 
A flavor not at all relished by Ameri- 
cans or Europeans, or, indeed, by any 
one accustomed to the use of butter 


made from cow’s milk churned in the 


usual way. The cheese now made in 
Palestine is a very inferior article. 
The milk is curdled either by sour 
buttermilk or a decoction of the great- 
headed thistles, or wild artichoke. It 
is excessively salted; and when the 
cheese is made it . in the form 

of small, round, white cakes, without 
rind, which soon become hard and dry 
throughout.
